Following the ground-breaking 
ceremonies Tuesday afternoon, Con- 
tractor Cline and his men immed- 
iately started the initial work on the 
erection of the San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital. 

The ground-breaking proved a far 
more successful event than was ex- 
pected by E. W. Fischer, who was 
in charge of arrangements. Over 
450 automobiles were parked about 
the site of the new hospital, and Mr. 
Fischer, through whose efforts the 
completeness of every detail was 
carried out, estimated that there 
were fully 1500 people in attendance 
and this in spite of the fact that it 
was a raw, cold day and threatening 
rain as well. 

Each and every district of the 
Chaffey Community was represented 
on the program and each brought a 
word of encouragement to those who 
are working in behalf of the new 
enterprise. 

Judge Hilton, who was the speak- 
er of the day, had a most interesting 
message for his audience. Judge 
Hilton said in part:

by a revolution which he did not make and did not understand. 
The social organization of Russia had broken down utterly under 
the strain of the war. Lenin’s victory in the streets of Petrograd 
and Moscow made it certain that no attempt would be made to 
restore the old regime. But the revolution which followed was not 
made by Lenin. He allowed it to happen. He prevented any 
attempt which some other Central government might have made 
to preserve the rights of landed property against the peasant re- 
bellion, But this peasant rebellion was not led by Lenin, nor were 
its vonsequences foreseen by him. 

Lenin gave the peasants negative help. Tis positive power was 
at first concentrated in the towns. And with this positive power 
he attempted to realize a proletarian Socialist state. This was the 
revolution which Lenin planned. The peasant revolution was never 
a real part of his program. But the peasant revolution succeeded 
and the proletarian revolution failed. The simple confiseation by 
the tenants of absentee-landlord property was accomplished. The 
complicated attempt to administer machine industry on Communist 
principles broke down in a bureaueratic tangle. 

If the ability to forecast human events and aet accordingly is 
a mark of great statesmanship, then Lenin will not, we think, rank 
high among statesmen. But if the ability to learn from experience, 
to admit of error, and to carry followers along though you have 
reversed your poliey, is a mark of leadership, then Lenin is one 
of the great popular leaders of this age. Tf you measure him by 
what he started out to do and by what he thought he was doing, 
his failure is abject. But if you measure him by his capacity to 
keep afloat in very. troubled waters, regardless of goal or purpose, 
then he is perhaps a greater opportunist than even Mr. Lloyd George 
himself. 

There is no such thing as a final judgment of history. About 
Lenin there will certainly be nothing approaching finality of judg- 
ment while any of us is alive. Tle is associated, perhaps as a cause, 
perhaps as effect, perhaps as both cause and effect, with one of the 
turning-points of history. In his time, whether by his effort or in 
spite of it, Russia eame out of the middle ages into a turbulent 
transition toward a future which neither Lenin nor any one else 
ean forecast—New York World.

WOMAN FIGHTS 
FOR WINE CELLAR 


Protecting 5000 gallons of wine 
stored in a vast cellar beneath her 
home at Declez, ten miles east of 
Ontario, Mrs. Teresa Rappolo, late 
yesterday, threatened to kill four 
officers with an automatic shot- 
gun. 

Overpowered and handcuffed to a 
tree, Mrs. Rappolo was forced to 
stand by as the officers poured out 
1000 gallons of the wine and con- 
fiscated the remaining 4000 gallons. 

Under Wright Act 

The officers, Deputy Sheriffs Jack 
Brown, Otto Kyrkendall, Jesus Am 
arias and Constable Cliff McDon- 
ald of Rialto, went to the Rappolo 
home to arrest Frank Rappolo on 
a warrant charging violation of the 
Wright Act. He was not at home. 

As Deputy Sheriff Brown read a 
search warrant to Mrs. Rappolo, the 
other three officers crawled into the 
wine cellar. Mrs. Rappolo apparent- 
ly could not understand. 

Goes for Interpreter 

Seeing they were officers, sne 
rushed back into the house and 
locked the door. A minute later she 
appeared with a shotgun and, bab- 
bling unintelligibly, she leveled the 
gun at Deputy Sheriff Brown. By 
signs and gestures he calmed wher 
momentarily and went to 4 nearby 
ranch after an interpreter. 

Officers Kyrkendali, Amarias and 
MeDonald went into the cellar. 
Guarding the stairway to the cellar, 
they waited the return of Officer 
3rown. 

But Mrs. Rappolo entered the cel- 
lar from a_ trapdoor opening from 
the floor of the house. As she 
leveled the shotgun at Officers Kyr- 
kendall and McDonald, Officer Ar- 
arias grabbed her, forcing her t 
the cellar and disarming her.

THE FEMALE STRANGER 

ISITORS to the cemetery attached 

to St. Paul’s church in Alexandria, 
Va., seldom leave without examining 
the inscripiion upon a handsome mon- 
ument which is one of the outstanding 
places of interest in the city as well 
|} as one of the most baffling riddles of 
identity which the passage of more 
than a century has failed to solve. 
This inscription comprises within a 
few lines all that the world knows of 
the woman in question, for it reads: 


TO THE MEMORY 
OF THE 

FEMALE STRANGER 
Whose mortal sufferings terminated 
on the fourth day of October, 1816, 
aged twenty-eight years and eight 
months, this stone Is erected by her 
disconsolate husband in whose arm 
she breathed out her last sigh, and

That is all—and the most deter- 
mined efforts of the residents of 
Alexandria during the first half of the 
last century, failed to throw the 
slightest Hght upon the mystery. 


The facts in the case are few, but,;ing an 


such as they are, they are supported 
by the unassailable evidence of a num- 
ber of persons who were eyewitnesses 
to the brief public appearance of the 


“female stranger.” The brig Four 
Sons docked at Alexandria on July 


Or 


25, 1816, en route from Halifax to the 
West Indies. The Virginia city was 
not a port of call on the regular route, 
but the captain stated that one of his 
passengers had been taken dangerously 
fll and that her hushand had demand- 
ed that she be put ashore at Alexan- 
dria, where a boat was lowered, and a 
man and woman, the latter apparently 
‘very ill, were taken ashore, 

Despite the heat of mid-summer, the 
woman wore a heavy black veil, and 
her husband secured the best suite in 
the Inn of the Bunch of Grapes, as 
well as the services of a well-known 
physician whom he engaged only after 
pledging him to strictest secrecy. Even 
in the presence of the doctor, however, 
the woman’s face was kept veiled, and 
the hushand steadfastly refused to 
hire a nurse, saying that he was en- 
tirely capable of handling the case 
and that he was able to do anything 
that a nurse could do. 

As the weeks of scorching hot 
weather progressed, however, the man 
began to wilt under the constant strain 
of watching beside the bed, and finally 
agreed to permit two of the guests 
in the Inn to help him—but only after 
they had taken an oath that nothing 
they might learn would ever’ be 
divulged, an oath which was kept as 
a sacred trust. 

During the ten weeks which fol- 
lowed the woman’s arrival in Alexan- 
dria, she grew steadily worse, and at 
last, at dawn on October 4, her hus- 
band announced that she had dated. 
Then, for fear that someone might see 
the face which he had kept hidden 
from the world, he himself ‘prepared 
the body for burial, sealed the lid of 
the coffin, and, after attending the 
funeral and ordering the headstone 
with the strange inscription, disap- 
peared, 

On October 4 of the following year, 
Alexandria was surprised at the sud- 
den and unheralded return of the hus- 
band, who remained In the city only 
long enough to place flowers on the 
grave of the “female stranger,” and to 
see that the plot in the cemetery was 
well taken care of,
